Malcolm MacKinnon, secretary on 


Iho Meridian Highway Association,, 
was In the clly on Thursday on his 
way north, It being his mission to 
visit the various places along thw line 
for tho 'purpose of interesting the 
people in the new highway und giv- 
ing them some Information concern- 
ing tho matter. 
- 
Tho Meridian Highway is a road 


that will roach from the Gulf o£ Mex- 
ico to Lake Superior. 
Starting at 


Mobile, Alabama, it will puss thru 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Kentucky, 'Il- 
linois, Wisconsin and tUe upper pen- 
insula of Michigan, The distance in 
a straight line thru these states Is 
1,200 inllos, but of course tho loule 
by road will bo considerably further 
than this, 
, 


Mir, MacKinnon has been devoting 


his time to tho proposition for some 
time past, and has !>een over most of 
the loute, and inufces the statement 
thdt there is already a pretty good 
road the greater part of the way. He 
stales that the good roads movement 
has hit tho southern stales fully as 
luud as it has up in this country, and 
Unit they are making great improve- 
ments in their roads all thru the 
south. Even the state of Mississippi, 
which was considered one of the most 
backward, has now 
ISO miles of 


stone highway that will be utilized 
in Uio laying out of this new road, 
and that the state of Tennessee also 
has some fine built roads that can be 
ulili/.od. 
This stale of Illinois has 


for a number of years past 
been 


building slono roads und the result 
is now that the state is pretty, well 
supplied, even in the southern part, 
so that it Is not anticipated that any 
trouble will .be experienced anywhere 
along the line in finding a passable 
road. 
Many cities thru which the 


load passes have signified their in- 
tcnllon of concentrating their efforts 
for a few years on this highway, so 
as to have a good "road thru the on- 
tliia county. 


The association already has a man 


employed in marking the road, and 
it is expected that this part of the 
work will be completed during the 
coming summer. The mark of this 
highway consists of a broad yellow 
band, in which is painted a black M. 
It is the Intention to have the road 
marked in a manner that will' be 
plain and comprehensive to every- 
uody who has occasion to use the 
trail, bo that the danger of getting 
lost or off the route will be reduced 
£o a minimum. 


Mr MacKinnon spent one day at 


Friendship and he stated that the 
people down there are Quite enthus- 
iastic on the subject and are going to 
direct their energies Into putting a 
good road thru Adams county. While 
the soli down' there is pretty goner- 
ally sandy, still there are some very 
good roads and it wllj not be dlQlcul't 
10 improve them to' a large extent. 
All the people need is a little Incen- 
tive, and it looks as If this was going 
to piovo what they were looking for 
ulong this line. 
It la not known just 


how tho road wSl run from here 10

thought of going down the west side 
of tho river as far ns Nekoosa and 
Ihen crossing to the east bide. This 
would enable motorists to take ad- 
vantage of the cement road that is 
now In on the west 'side and also 
what will be put in in the future.

The IludolpU company wqs orga"n- 


Ic.ed under n co-operative system 
much the same us the local telephone 
company, and like most co-operative 
concerns of that kind, 'the rate of 
rental was not placed nigh enough to 
pay for the operation. 


To one who has never engaged in 


tho telephone business It always looks 
as If it would not cost anything to 
run an exchange after it was once 
got in operation, and this IB the rock 
on which almost every co-operative 
company is wrecked. 
The Hudolph 


started out in flne shape with all of 
tlueir lines well constructed and in 
order to encourage as large a number 
as possible to come In, the rate was 
put down to a very low figure, the 
price "tofcslockholderb being 76 cents 
a month. 
While It would seem as if 


this wieiq enough to pay for what tho 
average person would talk, especially 
whom tho whole system is made up of 
party lines, it has proven not to bu 
the icase, an,d they have a raise lu 
raleii staring thiBin in the face. 


They have two methods of increas- 


ing their Income, one of which Is to 
make a toll line between Rudolph 
and this city, and the other is to 
raise the monthly rate and give ser- 
vice to this city free. Some of the 
people out there are in favor of one 
method, and others are in favor of 
the other one, and as yet they have 
not decided which 
plan 
will 
be 


adopted. When the members of the 
company come to a realization of tho 
fact that lelephone service has to be 
paid for ,at least a part 
of 
their 


troubles will be over.

GOVERNOR GRANTS 


PARDONTO FENNER 


Governor PhlUpp recently granted 
a pardon to Mark Feuner, a man 
Boi'vlng a lite sentence in the state's 
prison for the murder ol Wm. HOBS- 
ler, having been sentenced In 1883, 
but who has been out on parolo for 
a number of years past. Since being 
released on parolo Fenner has mar- 
ried and has led an exemplary life, .- 
The crime which sent Fenner to 


the penitentiary was committed be- 
fore many of tho present gcnoratloa 
saw the light of day, and is remem- 
bered by only the older inhabitants. 
It has an especial interest here for 
tho reason that it all occurred in 
Wood county. 


Fenner was a young man in those 
days, and lived down ia Adams coun- 
ty, and was es:peeting to -marry a 
young lady in that locality tb,o fol- 
lowing spring. The story goes tnat 
Fenner left his home und started for 
the north woods where he expected 
to work during the winter and make 
enough of a stake to enable him to 
wed the girl of his choice when the 
summer time came again, 
At that 


time tho northern1 part 
of 
Wood 


county was composed 
mostly 
of 


standing timber and there were many 
logging camps in that locality and 
the country was comparatively wild 
and unsettled. 


Ou his way north Fenner foil in 


with Hesslejr, who was driving a 
mule team which he expected to sell 
at one of the logging camps, Hessler 
being a man woll along In years. 
They drove along until they reached 
the northern part of the county, and 
here, while in a lonesome and un- 
frequented road, Fenner murdered 
the old man, took the team of mules 
and sold them und later went back to 
his home. 


As Fenner had been 
seen 
with 


Hessler he was searched for and later 
found and after a trial was con- 
victed, tho above being accepted us 
the true story of tho tragedy, and at 
the time was not denied by Fennor, 
It was generally thought that the 
murder was a premeditated one and 
that th^ whole matter was carried 
out as originally mapped 
out 
by 


Fenner, 


However, Fenner told u different 


story In after years, and it may be 
that belief In this may havo caused 
him to be paroled and later pardoned. 
The story as told by the man was 
something us follows: 


Fenner was on his way to t<ho 


woods as stated when he fell in witb 
Hessler, Ho was offered a ride and 
accepted it and the two men drove 
to the northern part of Wood county 
and arrived in the locality of where 
Auburndale now stands. There was 
a heavy snow storm raging that day 
and the two men were practically 
lost, all tracks on the roads being 
obliterated and there being no teams 
on account of the storm. 
They 


stopped at a shanty at Auburndale 
and asked the way to tholr destina- 
tion. Thoy were directed by the men 
in the shanty and started out once 
more, being headed for Sherry or 
some camp near there. 


Thoy followed various roads in tho 


woods for a number of hours but 
were unable to keep their direction 
and eventually thoy found themselves 
back at the same camp at which they 
had sought information several hours 
before. 
Again they were set upon 


their way, but with little better suc- 
cess than b«fore, and the result was 
that they camo to the end of a road 
where the quarters were very close 
and it looked almost impossible to 
turn the team around. 
However, 


Fenner got off from the sleigh and by 
lifting and tugging at tho hind bob 
managed to get the 
outflt 
partly 


aurued, Hessler meanwhile driving 
the tea'm. 
While engaged in this 


work the team suddenly backed up, 
knocking Fenner down and running 
tho sleigh _over his loft arm. 


In the meantime some part of the 


harness bad became unhooked and 
Hessler was fumbling with this and 
not paying much attention lo Fonncr 
who was partly under the sleigh and 
suffering considerable pain. Fonncr 
called lo Hessler to drive the team 
ahead, but Hessler (ailed to respond, 
and Fenner, who had a revolver in 
his pocket, managed to got out the 
weapon, and pointing it at Hessler, 
told him to drive ahead.

Governor Philipp recently granted 
a pardort to .;Mark Fenner, a man 
serving a life sentence In the state's 
prison for the, murder, 'of Wm. Hesa- 
ler, having been sentenced in 18'83, 
but who has:,been' out on- parole for 
a number of .years past. Since being 
released, on parole Fenner has mar- 
ried and .has ledUn exemplary life. ^ 


The crime which sent Fenner to 


the penitentiary was committed be- 
fore m'any of the present generation 
saw the light of day, an,d is remem- 
bered, by only,, the older inhabitants. 
It has. an especial interest here for 
the reason that it all occurred in 
Wood countyr 
Fenner was a young man in those 


days, and Jived down in. Adams coun- 
ty, and was expecting to -marry a 
young lady in, that locality the fol- 
lowing, spring. The story goes that 
Fenner left. his home, and started for 
the north woods where he expected 
to work during the winter and make 
enough of a stake to -enable him to 
wed the girl of his choice when the 
summer time came again. 
At that 


time the northern" part 
of- Wood 


county was composed 
mostly ,of 


standing timber and there were many 
logging camps in that locality and 
the country 'v/as comparatively wild 
and unsettled. 


On his way north Fenner fell in 


with Hess^r, who was driving a 
mule team which he expected to sell 
at one of the logging camps, Hessler 
being a man Veil along in years. 
They drove along until they reached 
the northern part of the county, and 
here, while in a lonesome and ''un- 
frequented road, Fenner murdered 
the old .manj took the team of mules 
and sold them and later went back to 
his home. 
As Fenner had been 
seen 
with 


Hessler he was searched for'and later 
found and after a trial was con- 
victed, the above being accepted as 
the true story of the tragedy, and at 
the time was not denied by Fenner. 
It was generally thought that the 
murder was a premeditated one and 
that the^ whole matter was ^ carried 
out as originally mapped 
out 
by 


Fenner.. 
However, Fenner told a different 


story in a/fter years, and it may be 
that belief in this may have caused 
him to be paroled and later pardoned. 
The story as told by the man was 
something as follows: 


Fenner was on his way to tjie 


woods as stated when he fellin with 
Hessler. He was offered a ride and 
accepted it and the two men drove 
to the northern part of Wood county 
and arrived in the locality of where 
Auburndale now stands. There was 
a heavy snow storm raging that day 
and the two men were practically 
lost, all tracks on the roads being 
obliterated and there being no teams 
on account of the storm.. They 
stopped at a shanty at Auburndale 
and asked the way to their destina- 
t'iqn. They were directed by the men 
in the shanty and started out once 
more, being headed for Sherry or 
some camp near, there. 


They followed various roads in the 


woods for a number of hours but 
were unable to keep their direction 
and eventually they found .themselves 
back at the same camp at which they

NEW HIGAWAY WILL 


TOUCHjHIS CITY 


Malcolm MacKinnon, secretary of 


the Meridian Highway 
Association, 


was in the city on: Thursday on his 
way north, it being his mission to 
visit the various places along the line 
for' the "purpose of interesting the 
people in the new highway and giv- 
ing them some information concern- 
ing the matter. 
The Meridian Highway is a road 


that will reach from the Gulf of Hex-, 
ico to Lake Superior. 
Starting at 


Mobile, Alabama, it will pass thru 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Kentucky, Il- 
linois, Wisconsin and the upper pen- 
insula of. Michigan. The distance in 
a straight line thru these states is 
1,200 
miles, but of course the route 


by road will be considerably further 
than this. 
, 
Mr. MacKinnon has been devoting 
his time to the' proposition for some 
time past, and has been over most of 
tlie route, and. makes the statement 
that there is already a pretty good 
road ths greater part of the way. He 
states that the good roads movement 
has'hit the southern states fully as 
hard as it has up in. this country, and 
that they are making great improve- 
ments in their roads all thru the 
south. Even the state of Mississippi, 
which was considered one of the most 
backward, has now 
ISO miles of 
stone highway that will be utilized 
in the laying out of this new road, 
and that the state of Tennessee also 
•has some fine built roads that can be 
utilized. 
This state of Illinois has 


for a number of years past' been 
building stone roads and th'e result 
is now that the state is pretty, well 
supplied, even in the southern part, 
so that it is not anticipated that any 
trouble will .be experienced anywhere 
along the line in finding a passable 
road. 
Many cities .thru which tie 
road passes have signified their in- 
tention of concentrating their efforts 
for a few years on this highway, so 
as to have a good "road thru the en- 
title county. 
The association already has a man 


employed in marking the road, and 
it is expected that this part of the 
work will be completed during the 
coming summer. 
The mark of this 


highway consists of a broad yellow 
band, in which is painted a black M. 
It is the intention to have the road 
marked in a manner that will' be 
plain and comprehensive to every- 
body who has occasion to use the 
trail, so that the danger of getting 
lost or off the route will be reduced 
to a minimum. 
Mr. MacKinnon spent one day at 


Friendship and he stated that the 
people down there are quite enthus- 
iastic on the subject and are going to 
direct their energies into putting a 
good road thru Adams county. While 
the soil down' there is pretty gener- 
ally sandy, still there are some very 
good roads and it will not be difficult 
to improve them to'a large eitent. 
All the people need is a little incen- 
tive, and it looks as if this was going 
to prove what they were looking for 
along this line. 
It is not known just 


how the road will run- from here to 
Friendship, 
as 
there 
was 
some 


thought of going down the west side 
of the river as far as Nekoosa and 
then crossing to the east side. This 
would enable: motorists to take ad- 
vantage of tJie cement road that is 
now. in on-- the -west' side and also 
what will be put in in the future.

MEET AT RUDOLPH LAST WEEK 


The stockholders of the Rudolph 
Telephone company held a meeting 
last week for the,purpose of discus 
sing the best method of raising th< 
income of that concern so as to mee 
the expenses that' are necessary to 
operate the plant. • 
The Rudolph company was organ 


ized under a co-operative system 
much the same as the local telephon< 
company, and like "most co-operativi 
concerns of that, kind, 'the rate o. 
rental was not placed nigh enough to 
pay for the' operation. 
To one who has never engaged in 


the telephone business it always looks 
as if it would not cost anything to 
run, an exchange after it was once 
got In operation, and this is the rqcl 
on which almost every co-operative 
company is wrecked. 
The Rudolpl 
started out in fine shape with all o 
thieir lines well constructed and in 
order to encourage as large a number 
as possible to come in. the rate was 
put'down to a very low figure, the 
price 'to^stockholderb being 75 cents 
a month. 
While it would seem as i: 
this w*re enough to pay for what the 
average person would talk, especially 
whero the whole system is made up of 
party lines, it has proven not to be 
the i.case, and -they have a. raise in 


tei^ staring thiem in the face. 
They have two methods of increas- 


ing their income, one of which is to 
make a toll line between Rudolph 
and this city, and the . other is to 
raise -the monthly rate and give ser- 
vice to this city free. 
Some of the 


people out there are in favor of one 
method, and others are in favor of 
the other one, and as yet they have 
not decided which ~ plan will 
be 
adopted. 
When the members of the 


company come to a realization of the 
fact that telephone service has to be 
paid for ,at least a part 
of 
their 


troubles will be over.

GOVERNOR GRANTS 


PARDON JO FENNER 


Governor Philipp recently granted 
a pardon to Mark Fenner, a man 
serving a life sentence in the state's 
prison for the murder of Wm. Heiw- 
ler, having been sentenced in 1883, 
but who has been out on. parole for 
a number of years past. Since being 
released on parole Fenner has mar- 
ried, and has led an exemplary life. ^ 


The crime which sent Fenner to 


the penitentiary was committed be- 
fore many of the present generation 
saw the light of day, and is remem- 
bered by only the older inhabitants. 
It has an especial interest here for 
the reason that it all occurred in 
Wood county. 
Fenner was a young man in those 
days, and lived down in Adams coun- 
ty, and was expecting to -marry a 
young lady in. that locality the fol- 
lowing spring. The story goes that 
Fenner left his home and started for 
the north woods where lie expected 
to work during the winter and make 
enough of a stake to enable him to 
wed the girl of his choice when the 
summer time came again. 
At that 


time the northern1 part 
of Wood 
county was composed 
mostly 
of 


standing timber and there were many 
logging camps in that locality and 
the country was comparatively wild 
and unsettled. 
On his way north Fenner fell in 
with Hesslqr, who was driving a. 
mule team which he expected to sell 
at one of the logging camps, Hessler 
being a man well along in years. 
They drove along until they reached 
the northern part of the county, and 
here, while in a lonesome and un- 
frequented road, Fenner murdered. 
the old man, took the team of mules 
and sold them and later went back to 


seen 
with 
his home. 
As Fenner had been 
Hessler he was searched for and later 
found and after a trial was con- 
victed, the above being accepted as 
the true story of the tragedy, and at 
the time was not denied by Fenner. 
It was generally thought that the 
murder was a premeditated one and 
that the whole matter was carried 
out as originally mapped 
out 
by 


Fenner. 
However, Fenner told a different 


story in after years, and it may be 
that belief in this may have caused 
him to be paroled and later pardoned. 
The story as told by the man was 
something as follows: 
Fenner was on his way to the 


woods as stated when he fell in with 
Hessler. 
He was offered a. ride and 


accepted it and the two men drove 
to the northern part of Wood county 
and arrived in the locality of where 
Auburndale now stands. There was 
a. heavy snow storm raging that day 
and the two men were practically 
lost, all tracks on the roads being 
obliterated and there being no teams 
on account of the storm. 
They 


stopped at a shanty at AuburndaJe 
and asked the way to their destina- 
tion. They were directed by the men 
n the shanty and started out once 
more, being headed for Sherry or 
some camp near there. 
They followed various roads in the 
woods for a number of hours but 
were unable to keep their direction 
and eventually they found themselves 
>ack at the same camp at which they 
sought information several hours 


)efore. 
Again they were set upon 
heir way, but with little better suc- 
cess than before, and the result was 
hat they came to the end of a road 
where the quarters were very close 
and it looked' almost impossible to 
.urn 
the team. around. 
However, 


fencer got off from the sleigh and by 
ifting and tugging at the hind bob 
managed to get the 
outfit 
partly 
aurned. Hessler meanwhile driving 
he team. 
While engaged in this 
work the team suddenly backed up, 


nocking Fenner down and running 


the sleigh over his left arm. 
In the meantime some part of the 
larness had became unhooked and 
Hessler was fumbling with this and 
not paying much attention to Fenner 
who was partly under the sleigh and 
suffering considerable pain. 
Fenner 
called to Hessler to drive the team 
ahead, but Hessler failed to respond, 
and Fenner, who had a revolver in 
his pocket, managed to get out the 
weapon, and pointing it at Hessler, 
told him to drive ahead. 
This action on Fanner's part an- 


gered the old man, and he picked up 
a stake from the sleigh and started 
for Fenner, apparently with the ob- 
ject of braining him. 
Then Fenner 
shot, and the old man fell. 
The 
team of mules jumped ahead and 
Fenner was released from his pain-

FEEDING AND FOO^ - SHELTERS. 


Birds moy be attracted about the 


homestead by furnishing them with an 
abundance of food. It is important to 
note that an ample supply of food 
prior to and during the nesting season 
tends to increase the number of eggs 
laid'and also the number of broods 
In a'season. 
Bird food may be sup- 


plied Jn two ways—by planting trees, 
shrubs and herbs which produce seeds 
or fruits relished by birds, and by ex- 
posjng food In artiBcial devices. Tne 
most 
familiar phase, of the latter 


method Is winter feeding. 


Artificial Food Supply- 


During the season when the natural 


food supply Is at its lowest ebb birds 
respond most readily to our hospital- 
ity. Winter feeding has become very 
popular, and the result has been to 
bring about better understanding be- 
tween birds and humankind. 


The winter, foods commonly used in- 


clude suet or oiher fat, pork rinds.

of food hoppers and fodd houses. The- 
food hoppers In common use for do- 
mestic fowls are adapted to the feed- 
ing of birds, and some, special forms- 
are now manufactured for wild birds. 


The food 
house Is a permanent 


structure, with solid roof, and glass 
on one or more sides to permit obser- 
vations (Fig. 4). The food trays It 
contains are entirely sheltered from 
the weather. 
In one style this result 


is obtained' by mounting the house on 
a pivot and furnishing It with vanes 
(Fig. 5) which keop the open side al- 
ways away from the wind. 


Game birds and sparrows may be 


provided with feeding places by erect- 
ing low hutches or making wigwam- 
like -shocks of corn or grain sheaves 
under which food may be scattered. 
The opening should be to the south. 


Those who desire to have birds 


about their homes should not feel that 
their power to attract them Is gone 
when winter Is over. Winter feeding 
easily passes into summer 
feeding,

ment, on land which lias 
a market value of from 
?20 to $30 per aero, and 
at almost tho same tlmo 
buy 
another 
tract of 


m similar land, at the mar- 


ket price. His desire is 


to acquire more acres, under tho false 
Idea that his prosperity will bo de- 
noted by the amount of land lu his 
possession. lie does not realize that 
one acre of thoroughly-drained land 
may bring hlrn n greater Income, with 
half the labor and expense of cultiva- 
tion, than two acres of tho undrnlned 
land; or that It could be acquired nt 
one-third to one-half tho cost of tho 
newly-bought acre. 
This extra land 


Is purchn&cd with tho Idea that land 
values will rise. As the real value of 
land is regulated <by Its improvements 
and 
productiveness, the landowner 


whose only object Is to acquire more 
acres, rather than to Improve tho land 
already in his possession, is an "un- 
dciilrable^citizen," us ho experts to be 
the gainer through his neighbor's im- 
provements. 


The 
idea 
Is popular, especially 


among the owneis of wet lands, that 
the removal of .surplus water by drain- 
age would be of great benefit to tho 
state or commun'ty at large. 
While 


this Is true to a certain extent, and 
while wet lands, belonging to tho pub- 


cost of only $01.00 against $120.73 
per acre, paid for tillable land and in 
the original purchase. 


But this added value »t ?OS2.20 does 


not represent all tho benefits which 
havo come to tho farm from the in- 
troduction of underdralnage. The (13- 
appearuuco of tho sloughs, ami of the 
snpcrlluous water In other places, per- 
mits the division of the laud Into reg- 
ular, and therefore moro easily cul- 
tivated Holds. Such fields, having now 
a uniform soil, can bo cultivated In 
less time, and crop rotations can be nr- 
rnnfcotl 
to 
better 
advantage, 
than 


where the land h. broken up by non- 
cultlvnble areas. A dry, loose soil can 
be worked more easily than a wet, 
sticky soil. 


Furthermore, a field which In some 


seasons Is productive, and In others 
n-w-productlvo by leason of excessive 
moisture, may be mole detrimental to 
tho 
farmer's success 
than 
swamp 


land; for such lands lire often plowed, 
plmitul, cultivated, and then the crop 
Is destroyed by an lul'ux of water; 
whereby not only are they made non- 
productive, but labor and seed are 
lost. 
Drainage not only, lemovcs tho 


risk of such losses but Improves tho 
landscape by substituting broad, fully- 
culthaU'd areas tor siu-h its arc dotted 
\\lth sloughs, breeding frogs and mos- 
quitoes and giving foilh III odors from 
dead fish and decaying vegetation. It 
la n first step In good loud-building, 
and, as a permanent Improvement, It 
Increases the value of all (neighboring

In thfc ento of the state farm leferred 
Jlc may be Justly held chargeable with 
their share in, the cost of liuprov- 
ments, (the facts do not Justify the in- 
ference that tho state should pay it 
all. The correct Idea, In raising funds 
for drainage works, is that tho aero 
more directly benefited is tho acre to 
pay the expense. 


Many landowners 
will oppose n 


drainage Improvement for tho reason 
that the ditch will, In part, be located 
ou their land. They will do this, even 
In the face of fie fact that from one- 
fourth to three-fourths of their land, 
because it Is too wet, produces only 
about half of what It should, In the 
ordinary year. They actually prefer 
to Btaud the yearly loss of half n crop 
or more, rather than allow one-fiftieth 
to one-eightieth part of this wot land 
to be occupied by a ditch which would 
60 thoroughly drain tho whole tract 
that It could be cultivated up to the 
banks of the ditch. 


The befteiits accruing from drainage 


are well Illustrated In the Improve- 
ment of a small farm, of 72.80 ucroii, 
recently purchased by the state of Min- 
nesota. Six hundred und ilfteen dol- 
lars were spent In draining this farm. 
The land had been bought by tho state 


to; and the management feels that 
they fully Justify thu cost of the Im- 
provement, without, considering the 
value of the land leclalmed. 


Th< planning of a drainage system 


should be clone w i t h (he same careful- 
ness Hint Is bestowed on other Im- 
provements. When a large bull-ling Is 
to be constructed, an aichltcet is con- 


all 


wettest and most dilllcult to handle, 
aud it Is necessary that coustrucllon 
bo carried on during tho wettest sea- 
sons, 
Consequently, the 
contractor 


should huso his calculations as to tlmo 
and methods ou the worst conditions. 
To h'l n contract to tlio "lowest bid- 
der," regardless of ills experience or 
equipment, Is often to Invite serious 
disappointment and loss. 


Delays, especially, are expensive ro 


landowners, for not on,y is money In- 
vested In Incomplete work, but oftcn- 
tlmes'a failure to havo tho ditch com- 
plete nt the time fixed means the loss 
of a crop. In tho drainage of swamp 
land,' which cannot be plowed until 
after tho work Is completed, It moans 
n delay of one or more years before 
the cultivation will be a paying Invest- 
ment. 
With scarcely an exception, 


whcro losses have accrued to agricul- 
tural Interests through tho delay of a 
year In tho construction of proposed 
drainage works, these losses have been 
greater tlmn tho cost of the improve- 
ments. 
Tho attempt to save one or 


two cents on the cubic yard for ditch- 
ing, or on the rod for tile trenches, by 
giving the job to a poorly-equipped 
man, often becomes an expensive pro- 
ceeding. Better pay more to a com- 
petent rmin, and bo surd of a good 
job, completed "on tlmo." 


The kind, size and completeness of 


tho drainage works needed In a given 
locality, the methods of doing the work 
and adjusting the eoste, must bo de- 
termined by the local conditions. What 
Is good practice in one, place may 
not be practical In another. Tho char- 
acter of the giound, surface slopes, 
crops raised, and value of land, all 
have a bearing on the subject, 
in 


any locality the first consideration is 
un outlet or channel by which the wa- 
ter may bp carried away. 
In some 


localities nature has provided such ac 
outlet. In others, It way be necessary 
for several landowners to baud togeth- 
er and construct n channel, of suf- 
ficient size and depth to serve as the 
main outlet of a network of ditches 
which will give relief during wet 
yours. 
In many purls of tho state, 


where such outlets naturally exist or 
are already completed, crops have suf- 
fered from an excess of water in the 
Immediate vicinity, lor the reason that 
the water from the cultivated fields 
could not readily escape. Consequent 


furrow or stakes, it will save much 
time when It is desired to begin luy- 
ng' tiles.

The- 
food hoppers In common use for do- 
mestic fowls arc adapted to tho feed- 
ing of birds, and some special form* 
are now manufactured for wild birds.

contains arc entirely sheltered from 
the weather. In one style this result 
Is obtained by mounting the house on 
a pl\ot und furnishing It with vanes 
(Fig. 5) which keep the open side al- 
ways awny from the wind.

During its construction, in 
pec-tors see that the details are car- 
led out and the requirements of the 
pacifications enforced, regardless of 
he fact that the contractor may be 
osing money -and cheaper materials 
night be used. .But in drainage en 
erpriscs, the evidences of such care 
are too often painfully lacking, even 
hough the cost be as great or greater 
than that of a large building. In 
many cases an engineer is employe-

"supposed to be" the best one. N 
examination Is made for another rout 
or outlet; the area of the watershe 
is not measured. As o result, th 
size of the ditch is determined by 
mere guess. 
Time may develop the 


fact that the best route was not se- 
lected, and that the ditch was too large 
or too small, and consequently does 
not perform the work satisfactorily. A 
ditch, being improperly located, either 
does not drain all the land it should 
or It is expensive to construct and 
maintain. 
Onxs that is too large will 


not clean itself properly; while one 
•hut is too small will not carry re- 
iuirei.1 volume of water. 


A drainage system, open or under- 


ground, works by gravity, and that it 
may remove the water there must be 
i sufficient fall; that is, a sufficient 
and continuous descent, from a level 
somewhat lower than the lowest point 
on the land to be drained, to the point 
where tho water Is discharged from 
the outlet. It is a common practice to 
start a drainage ditch from a slough 
at practically the same depth as the 
bottom of the slough. -Such "drain- 
age" will not give satisfaction, as the 
ground-water will not be lowered, and 
the bed of the slough will continue to 
be swampy. For satisfactory drain- 
age, 
the water-channel must be deep 


enough in the lowest land, and -of suf- 
ficient breadth and depth, to carry the 
water without an overflow.

ceeding Better pay more to a com- 
petent man, and be sure' of a good

The kind, size and completeness of 


the drainage works needed in a given 
locality, the methods of doipg the work 
and adjusting the costs, must be de- 
termined by the local conditions. What 
is good practice in one, place may 
not be practical In another. The char- 
acter of the ground, surface slopes, 
crops raised, and value of land, all 
have a bearing on the subject.

any locality the first consideration is. 
•in outlet or channel by which the wa- 
ter may b<s carried away. 
In some 


ocalttles nature has provided such an 
utlet. In others, if may be necessary

In many parts of the state,

A report 
from Consul General Murphy of Sofia 
states that the attar-yielding roses re- 
quire a soil easily permeable to water, 
protection from the cold north winds of 
winter and a climate free from excess 
of unseasonable rain and early and ex- 
cessive droughts.

A Turkish attempt since 18 <S to

the money they spend in farm ma- 
chinery to be wasted by the rapid dete- 
rioration oL' this machinery from ex- 
posure to the elements. Quite often 
it Is possible to give up a portion of 
one of the barns to the Implement 
storage space. 
The combined horse 


barn and implement shed is a common 
and useful structure. There are ad- 
vantages in building an entirely sep- 
arate structure for housing the farm 
Implements. 
As a rule there 
are 


enough duties to be performed in con- 
nection with the maintenance of fanu 
machinery to warrant the construc- 
tion of a separate building. A farm 
workshop is a necessary thing and the 
Implement shod furnishes an excellent 
location for it. 


Tho type of structure will depend 


to a certain extent tipon the farm up- 
on which it is located, but there are a 
few things which should be included 
In such a structure, no matter what its 
«urroundi..igs. The floor construction 
«nd the arrangement and size of doors 
should be given considerable attention. 
TThe design illustrated here suggests a 
structure which is well adapted to the 
purpose, ami tho cost of Its erection 
is not excessive. 


It Is 24 feet In width by 00 feet in 


length. There is a 10-1'oot door in each 
end for the eusy entrance of the larger 
farm implements, and there is a smal'I 


are so many different patterns that 
mistakes may occur in filling an order, 
so it is a good plan to get all such 
orders off to the factory a long time 
before the machines are needed. 
The 


difference between preparing a good 
seedbed in the spring or doing a hiir^ 
ry-up job nt the fag end of the seed- 
ing season depends more upon manage- 
ment in this respect than upon :hard 
work or extensive seeding outfits^ 


A good implement shed is a valuable 


acquisition .to any farm, because . it 
places, a farmer in a position to attend 
to little things at the proper time to 
prevent trouble later. 


In building an Implement she'd it is 


a good plan to use plenty of concrete 
in the foundation, and if it has a^ con- 
crete floor the full, size of the build- 
ing, the machines may be moved about 
much easier. 


The object of a machinery shed is to 


protect farm Implements and machines 
from the weather. 
If machines stand 


on the ground, moisture comes up from 
below sufficient at times to rust every 
iron part of a machine that is not cov- 
ered with paint, oil or grease. 


A floor for the purpose of preventing 


this damage should be made the way 
a sidewalk Is constructed. The ground 
Is laid off in divisions 4 or 5 feet in 
width by 2-by-l that is held In place 
by stakes. The top of the 2-by-4 is 
leveled so the concrete when filled in 
and tumped and properly surfaced with 
a layer of cement mortar Is struck off 
level with the top of the 2-by-4 guide.

In America, Says Londoner 


"There Is something in America that 


seems to change even the physiognomy 
of the people who come here and they 
become American In looks as well as In 
thought," said .1 London doctor while 
visiting here. "They are beginning to 
recognize this American type abroad 
Even those who 
America develop 
type after ten or twenty years In this 
country. Perhaps it is the freedom of 
thought and action that brings about 
the change. You know the poor man 
of Europe—the peasant—hail no free- 
dom of action and thought, and when 
tie comes to America and learns what 
it is to act as he likes and thiyk as he 
likes it changes his whole countenance. 
This is what makes the American type, 
even of the immigrants, after they 
liave had a few years of this new spir- 
itual atmosphere.

It Is a privilege greatly coveted and 


much envied—this of the royal war- 
rant, for It Is not one lightly bestowed 
upon every tradesman who has sup- 
plied goods to his majesty's household.

Its principal'outward sign is the use

Instead, as 
a health instrument, it deserves a 
revival of patronage. 
So deeply has it fallen under the 


ban of polite social usage, that it is 
DOW frequently a difficult matter to 
find a good one in many homes. This 
is pushing "refinement" altogether 
too far.

Because it is not considered polite 
to clean.one's finger nails in public 
is no reason for throwing away nail 
files. Similarly, there is no good exr 
cuse for eliminating toothpicks. Each 
one is a necessary and important topi 
in the process of keeping clean. And 
keeping clean is a life assurance pol- 
icy 
•» 
The mouth offers ideal conditions 


for the growth of germs. It is moist, 
warm and sufficiently dark to make 
an ideal disease germ garden. 
The 


food which gathers between the teeth 
furnishes a lodging place for count- 
less numbers of disease producing 
germs as well as the ordinary ones of 
decay. 
When, therefore, overmce 


petople refrain Crom picking their 
teeth, they are merely "too nice to 
be really clean. / 
The tooth brush is all right as far 
as it goes. It is a perfectly obvious 
fact however, that it doesn't go far 
enough. While some clean part way 
between the teeth, none go all the 
way around all of the surfaces unless 
the teeth are as far apart as those 
of the common 
public 
wash-room 


comb. 
Something, therefore, in the 
nature of a toothpick, or stout thread 
is necessary to keep the teeth de- 
cently clean. Polishing, the front and 
back 
surfaces 
isn't enough. 
The 


margins between the closely set chop- 
pers and grinders are the most diffi- 
cult to clean and .hence most likely 
to decay and harbor disease breeding 
organisms; 
The proper use of the 


toothpick in the .proper pla.ce and: at 
a proper time is a good habit and 
one that should be'encouraged espec- 
ially in childhood, the great, habit- 
forming period in life.

The value 
of this product imported annually 
ranges from $5,000 to $10,000. It is 
valued at from ,$200 to $500 per ton 
in the London Markets.
